No news 
is BAD news

S 


U PPOSE that for twenty 
years you were walled off 
from the world. Hearing no 
news, seeing no change, feeling 
no beat of the public pulse. 


Suppose, then, that you were 
released into the world of 1941. And you 
were suddenly asked to decide which make 
of streamlined car to buy, what make of 
radio or refrigerator to choose. Suppose you 
were asked to vote for Jones or Brown; to 
support or oppose some social-security 
measure. 


I know of such a pitiful case. It is the case 
of a young man raised in Communist Russia, 
who found himself a prisoner of war in Fin­ 
land, and later, an escapee to America. 


You can imagine his confusion of mind, 
his mistakes and then his delights in his 
new-found freedom. 


him capable of making decisions for himself. 
Therefore, since the Russian government 
could not afford cars and refrigerators and 
the luxury of free elections, he was never 
told that such things existed! 


Almost as common as “How are you?” is 
the expression “W hat’s new?” in America. 
We take news—all kinds of news—for granted. 
Because we have it, we place no great value 
on it. It is all around us, on every newsstand, 
in every mailbox. It is even broadcast by 
newspapers and others who use the radio to 
give us a flash a few minutes or hours before 
the substance of the news can get into type 
and into our hands. 


True, Russia, Germ any and defeated 
France have news—of a sort. But it is not the 
sort which is calculated to make a free man 
capable of thinking and acting for himself. 
It’s the hearts-and-flowers kind of news;

Do you think it was Russia which had 
imprisoned his mind for all those years? 
Nothing of the sort. It was lack of news. His 
own country’s newspapers did not consider 


phony, sticky, lying propaganda. Coldly 
calculated to fan hates, curb thoughts, make 
men into docile oxen. 


We want no such “news” in America. We 
want no heavy-handed government control­ 
ling our news, feeding us what some official 
thinks is good for us or for himself. 


My Russian friend told me once: “I heard, 
a long time ago, that there were places in the 
world where people voted for whomever they 
pleased, where there were two or more political 
parties and many stores of)Wing their wares in 
competition. I wondered then why such things 
were allowed because I knew they weren t good 
—only communism was good. That is what our 
papers all said: only communism was good." 


I hope you and I never live to see that 
sort of newspapers in America.

Cos! County $10,311* Dog 
Warden's Annual Re­ 
port Reveals 


LISBON. Jan 
7-C ounty Dog 
Warden Daniel A. Butch today sub­ 
mitted his annual report to the 
county 
commissioners, 
revealing 
that, in spite of two dog quaran­ 
tines, 491 persons in ithe county 
were given Pasteur treatment at a 
cost of $10,311 to the county, as 
con'pared with $1,785 In 1937. 
The number of dogs licensed in­ 
creased from 5,936 In 1935 (to 7,778 
'ast year, with receipts jumping 
from $7 301 to $9,88125 over the 
same period, while the number of 
animal claims decreased from 102 
to 52, and damage claims paid from 
$2,578.90 to $1,602 55 over the six-I 
year period. 
Butch stages that in 1940, 51 
rabies specimens were Sent to Co- j 
lumbuB, 29 of which were returned j 
positive 
while 32 were reported j 
negative. 
AH persons coming in > 
contact with any of the animals' 
were given sertun treatment at the 


county's expense. Almost one-half J 
or 225 out of 491, of the person* to! 
be given treatment were from East 
Liverpool and surrounding territory’; 
T2 were from Lisbon and vicinity; j 
52 from Salineville; 49 from Salem1; 
37 from Hanoverton; 33 from Wells- 
vi’le; 12 from Summitville; IO from 
Kist Pale*fine; seven from Lee­ 
tonia; three from Minerva; and 
one from Struthers. 
The report also shows IOO sheep 
were killed by dogs and 70 were 
killed because of rabies, while 49 
sheep were wounded by dogs. There 
were 21 lambs killed by dogs and 
five lambs wounded, two goats and 
two pigs killed by dogs. Four pigs 
and two cows died from rabies 
The receipts and expenres of the 
dog and kennel fund were as fol­ 
lows for the past year:
